‘The resignation of General Chang. 
Chun from his post as Minister of 
Foreign Affairs was accepted by the 
Central Political Council at Its mect~ 
ing in Nanking on March 3. 

‘Dr, Wang Chung-hui, former Judge 
‘on The Hague Court and several ‘times 
Minister of Justice, was appointed to, 
succeed General Chang Chun at the 
Walehiaopu. 

General Chang Chun was appointed 
Socrotary-General of the Central 
Potitieal Council, and Mr. Tseng. 
Chung-ming, former Vice-Minister of 
Railways, deputy. Seerctary-General, 

‘The resignation of Mr. Chen Pu-lel 
as deputy-seeretary of the Central 
Political Council was also accepted. 

‘Questioned in 


China's foreign policy, Dr. Wang. 


Chung-hul sald that he would act on* | 


the principles lid down at the Third 
Plenaty Session of the Central Execu- 
tive Committee of the ‘Kuomintang 
in Nanking. ‘This poliey, he pointed 
out, was outlined inthe statement 
issued at the conclusion of the session. 

Tn. connection with the personnel 
of the Ministry, he sald he would 
‘make no change. 

Born at Canton in 1882, Dr, Wang 
studied at Polyang University, and 
later visited Japan and America to 
further his studies, He received his 
nea. degree from Yale University in 
1904, ‘The following year found him 
in Europe, studying jurisprudence 
and International Jaw in England, 
France and Germany. Tn the course 
‘of hia postgraduate study, he was 
featied to the English Bar at the 
Inner Temple. 

‘While abroad, Dr, Wang represent 
ed China on many’ an occasion in 
International conferences, He was 
Chief Chinese delegate to the League 
fof Nations in 1921 and one of China's 
chief dolegates to the Washinglon 
Conference, While in China, he was 
several times Minister of Justice. In 
3922, he became Minister of Educa~ 
‘ion’ and concurrently acting | Pre- 
miler. Elected deputy judge of the 
Pormanent Court of International 
‘Justice at ‘The Hague, Dr, Wang sall- 
‘od for The Haguc in 1923 os judge 
of the Court, with which he remain- 
fed for one year. After active parti- 
cipation in ‘Government affairs, he 
Fesumed ‘The Hague postin Apri 
1991." In the summer of 1034, he re- 
tured, to China, but he went back 
‘again in 1995. Ho resigned the fol- 
lowing year in order to return to 
China,

Nanking, Mar. 4. 

Genoral Chang Chun, the newly ap- 
pointed Secretary-General of | the 
Central Political Council, has been 
named concurrently Chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs Commitice of the 
Counell. “Genoral Chang succeeds Dr. 
.T, Wang, who is shortly leaving 
for Washington, D.C., to assume his 
now post as Ambassador to the United 
States.

General Chang Chun was called to 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs in 
Decomber, 1935, from his post as 
Chairman’ of the Hupeh Provincial 
Government. His tenure, lasting one 
yenr and three months, was marked 
by. a succession of trying events 
which taxed his energy to the utmost. 

Toferring to these matters, General 
Chang sald he had dealt with them 
strictly in accordance with the policy 
laid down by the Central authorities 
and expressed appreciation -for the

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A WAYFOONG SURVEY 
March 6. 


Diseviminating optimism marked 
the survey which Mr. J. J. Paterson, 
in accordance with’ tradition and 
the requirements of his office, took 
of the situation in the Far’ East 
when addressing the shareholders 
of the Hongkong & Shanghai Bank- 
ing Corporation at their annuat 
meeting last month, Balanced 
Judgment was shown in reeapitulat- 
ing. the political history of China 
during the year and the vicissitudes 
of Sino-Japanese relations are suc~ 
cinetly described. ‘The efforts of 
the Chinese Government (0 achieve 
Lunifieation and stability received 
‘ue appreciation and a tribute to| 
the personal influence of General 
Chiang Kal-shek was justly paid in 
the reference to the Sian coup, Tn 
confirming Sir Frederick Leith 
Ross’ assessment of the currency 
reform scheme and the progress| 
hich it has made Mr, Paterson 
‘was careful to recognize the ground 
gained and yet to avoid extravagant} 
expectations. The satisfactory 
‘working of the currency under the| 
present. system after a full year’s! 
tial was noted as having been 
marked by a minimum of fluetua~ 
tion and, consequently, as afford 
ing assistance to merchants, ‘The 
Important. questions arising out of 
the consideration of the Central 
Reserve Bank scheme, the uniflea- 
tion of the note issue and the crea 
tion of a complete budgetary 
organization received due attention 
and emphasis. The brighter pros- 
poets ahead were admirably sum- 
med up by Mr. Paterson when 
he said: 

It conditions in China keep up 
the ‘Steady improvement which 
hag been made recently” and. if 
Uniteation ‘of the eountry is. main- 
falned “and internal strife is 
avolded, ‘perhaps China will be 
‘more ‘willing to allow fece play to 
the ‘natural forces. of supply “and 
demand. ‘The signs of “recovery 
fare clearly ‘apparent and the ex- 
fellent erops throughout the eoun- 
tty have been a great boon, com- 
ing ag. they did ata time’ when 
exchange had Just been fixed at a 
Feasonably Tow level, and. when 
the demand for China produce was 
improving abroad. 

‘To this improvement financial re~ 
form has happily contributed and 
the progress made in the sottlement| 
of foreign debts in arrears was| 
hailed with satisfaction. ‘The suc-| 
cessful business-like administration’ 
of the Railway Ministry under Mfr. 
Chang Kia-ngau received appro- 
priate mention. His ambition to 
complete 5,000 miles of new rail- 
ways doubtless recolved commenda- 
tion because it was felt that his 
technical knowledge of finance 
would bring to that enterprise 
caution which would demur to any 
advance unless the necessary con 
solidation were assured. 

‘The trade figures which show an 
adverse balance at a lower figure 
than in any year since 1919 were 
taken to be encouraging. The im- 
provement in the wood-oil trade 
had an important influence on this 
favourable development and itis 
therefore pertinent to observe that 
Mr. Paterson was inclined to be 
critical of the trend toward 
monopoly which, as these columns 
have testified, seems likely to in- 
flict serious damage on that parti- 
cular industry. ‘The doubt of te 
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session of administrative experience, 
to say nothing of other internal 
diffeulties, applies with speel 
force to the wood-oil trade and 
is to be hoped that the responsibir 
authorities will pay due regard wo 
the friendly warning conveyed im 
that. passage of the specch. ise 
cussion of the trade of China m 
1036 could not possibly evade ref-| 
erence to the smuggling diMeulties 
encountered by the Maritime 
Customs authorities in the North of 
China. The root of the trouble was 
seen to le in the existence of the 
so-called autonomous East Hopci 
‘administration which has con 
sistently impeded the efforts of 
the Customs authorities to put an 
‘end to a deplorable menace to the 
integrity of their service. What- 
ever measures they have taken 
must be merely palliative so long 
as the political status of the 
“autonomous” area remains unset- 
led. It is generally recognized that, 
deprived by the force of circum~ 
stances of the capacity to exer! 
their authority to the full in that 
area, the Customs officials have 
‘maghificently upheld the traditions 
of thelr service and have thus given 
China and the Chinese Government 
a loyalty and efficiency beyond 
praise, On that point Mr. Paterson 
voiced the opinion of responsible 
authority with specific emphasis 
Which will be much appreciated in 
Shanghai and China generally: 
By the exercise of great resolu- 
tion coupled with toet, Sir Fred- 
erick Maze has succeeded in main- 
{aining the authority of Customs 
Inspectorate tn the midst of much 











political confusion and unwar 
ranted interference with its 
legitimate funetions. The Customs 
Service have a fine record and 





again and again have they re- 
mained practically the only out- 
ward and visible sign of the 
prestige and sovereignty of the 
Central ‘Government in regions 
where otherwise independent re- 
wimes existed. 
In continuing his predecessor’s| 
firm support of the Inspectorate 
which performs such multifarious’ 
and important functions, vital to the 
stability of trade and commerce in 
China, Dr. H. H. Kung has shown 
statesmanship of a high order and 
his reward has a material as well 
as a moral value in that, to quote| 
Mr. Paterson again, the record of 
the Customs: 
has considerable signifteance trom 
@ ffnanelat standpoint and has 
contributed very largely to the 
confidence placed abroad in loans 
secured on the Chinese Maritime 
Customs. 
‘These observations will attract duc’ 
attention in London and other 
centres abroad and should be borne 
in mind by all who have it within 
their power to make a valid con- 
tribution to solution of the unsatis- 
factory situation in the North. 
Shanghai has no reason to com- 
plain of noglect of its special in- 
terests in the survey presented to 
the Bank's shareholders. ‘The 
general state of trade in China is 
of intense importance to this city 
and Shanghai naturally hopes that| 
the depressed conditions _under'| 
which it has laboured in the last! 
two or three years will yicld to the| 
pressure of greater confldence in 
the interior, better crop reports and 
an inerease in purchasing pow 
among the people generally, It is| 
necessary to make a reservation in 
regard to the agricultural situation| 
by pointing out that some anxiety'| 
exists lest the favourable crop re~ 
ports should not be maintained dur- 
ing the present year.

GERMAN DEBTS 
March 8. 

‘The application of the German 
Government to the United States 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion for the registration of a Ger- 
man Government issue of $69,000, 
000 funding bonds to meet Ger 
many’s interest and indebtedness, 
4s said to reveal an alleged secret 
debt of $2,000,000,000. The report | 
should arouse no particular 
astonishment, because for some| 
time past it has been a matter for 
some speculation as to.how Ger- 
many was managing to finance all 
the huge undertakings sho has| 
embarked on. The subject is of| 
some interest to Great Britain on| 
‘account of the fact that the Ger-| 
man Government owes British 
banks — £40,000,000 on which 
practically nothing has been paid 
sinee 1934, and concerning which 
conference was held in Berlin 
during the carly part of February, 
the results of which do not yet| 
appear to have been made public.| 
The history of the Joan is quite! 
short. About £65,000,000 was lent: 
‘on short term by London to Berlin: 
prior tothe crash of 1931, and of} 
that sum the £40,000,000 ‘still re- 
‘main unpaid, “frozen” under the: 
‘Stilthalt agreement. That Ger-| 
many could pay this sum is ap- 
parent from a cursory glance at 
her trade position with Great 
Britain. Her merchandise export 
surplus to the latter country last! 
year was in the neighbourhood of 
£6,000,000, and her total export 
surplus,—quite apart from invisible 
items, such as shipping freights,— 
was nearly £50.000,000 at par. In 
these circumstances Germany asked 
for an extension of the loans, 
despite the fact that even in the| 
abnormal conditions resulting from 
the German effort {0 create “war 
self-suificiency” the — German’ 
authorities by no means lack 
foreign exchange resources for the| 
Fepayment of overdue, unfunded 
debt to London at a substantial rate: 
annually. 

An interesting publication “Ger- 
many's Economic Situation at the| 
turn of 1936-37," a report issued 
by the Reichs-Kredit-Gesellschatt | 
Aktiengesellschaft, Berlin, indicates 
that whereas in 1913. German 
credits abroad amounted to be-| 
tween 25,000 million and 30,000 
million Reichsmarks, Germany is| 
now burdened with a foreign debt | 
of between 12,000 million and 
13,000 million " Reichsmarks, — to! 
which must apparently be added 
the 5,000 million Reichsmarks re- 
presenting the secret debt which 
has now been revealed. It is 
‘claimed that despite the moratorium, 
this debt requires the maintenance 
‘and transference, via foreign ex-| 
changes, of interest payments to} 
‘the order of 500 million Reichs~ 

rks cach year. This, the report 
‘continues, has for some time meant | 
the complete exhaustion of the 
hard-pressed active balance of 
foreign trade. Taken at its face 
value such a statement should 
arouse no little sympathy, but 
when the vast sums which Ger- 
many has spent on rearming are 
taken into account the matter 
assumes an entirely different com- 
plexion. In the last three budget 
years, 1934-37, Germany has 
‘spent on armaments about Rm. 
28,000 million or, say, £2,200,000.- 
000 at par, That one fact alone 
amply proves that, save for the 
military policy which the German 
government has been following, it 
‘could have met all its indebted 
nesses as they fell due and still be 
possessed of very considerable 
‘sums for less martial purposes. 
But Germany would have still been 
in some position to pay had she 
not adopted a policy envisaging 
“the positive accumulation of new 
Yong term resources by savings and 
by the ploughing back of undis- 
tributed profits—a process _ which 
in its turn has been considerably 
stimulated by the cconomie activi- 
ties of the Government.”

LABOUR PROGRAMME 
March 3. 


The ten-point “Immediate Pro- 
gramme” of the British Labour 
Party, as disclosed by the “Daily 
Herald,” is a most interesting. 
document, because it so clearly ine 
dicates the present paucity of 
Labour inspiration. To say that it 
is completely bankrupt of ideas 
would be to exaggerate, though it 
is perfectly plain that the policies 
of the National Government have 
left its opposition very little room 
for ereative thinking. ‘Thus Labour 
will continue the foreign and de- 
fence policies of the present gov- 
‘cmment, if and when it comes into| 
power, and upon that stock seck to 
graft one or two of its pet schemes 
and at the same time bind the 
worker to it with bonds of iron 
by the promise of shorter working 
hours, statutory holidays with pay 
‘and good wages in all public-owned 
industries. Labour's desire for the 
public ownership of the Bank of 
England is a matter of long stand- 
ing. For some considerable time 
past its leaders have contended that 
the Bank has at times used its 
power to thwart the Government. 
A Joint stock bank, the Bank of 
England since its creation in 1694 
has always been closely connected 
with the government and un- 
doubtedly has rendered it services 
of incalculable value, Jt remains 
to be proved that it has at ony 
time sought to thwart the govern~ 
ment, though there is every reason 
to believe that its advice on mone- 
tary matters has at times been such 
that prudent statesmen have had 
to abandon ideas which for the 
moment they had thought were 
feasible. One of the ideas to which 
Labour leaders cling with such de- 
termination is that governments can 
make money do anything it pleases. 
‘And this despite the very severe 
lessons which the world has had 
to learn during the last few years, 
which have proved that currency, 
banking, and every other branch 
of economics have to follow very 
definite and well ascertained laws, 
disobedience of which inevitably 
brings about catastrophe. That 
Labour wishes completely to dom- 
inate banking in Britain is clear| 
from another plank in its platform 
concerning the proposed cstablish- 
‘ment of a national investment board) 
to make the best use of the nation’s 
savings. Against this it has to be 
pointed out that the British bank- 
ing system has served the nation 
well in the past and it is extremely 
doubtful whether the majority of 
public opinion would support any 
attempt to interfere with it. 

‘When the sop offered the workers 
in public-owned industries with 
regard to hours, holidays and wages 
is compared with what Labour 
desires to make public owned, 
only too clear what votes it is try- 
ing to secure for the next general 
election. Its programme contains| 
proposals for the public control of 
all: rail, road air and coastal 
shipping, public. ownership _and| 
operation of railways, the coal in- 
dustry and the-gas and electricity 
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services. ‘The Labour Party “is 
making a bid for the support of 
the largest organised bodies of 
workers. in the country, In effect 
the Labour Party implies the 
promise to these people that if it 
is returned to power it will bring 
about a state of affairs in which a 
food time will be had by all. But 
lection promises very often fail to 
withstand. the searching tests. of 
responsibility when the party which 
makes them gets into power. 
Public ownership and operation of 
services has nol proved successful 
in the past, in quite a number of 
eases has turned out to be dis- 
astrous, and in existing instances 
where ‘the state is in full control 
of industry it has yet to be shown 
that the condition of the worker 
has in any way improved. The 
reason is thut no matter who owns 
‘or controls industry it is still sub- 
Jeet to the inexorable laws of 
economies and even the best in- 
lentioned government cannot in the 
Jong run afford to pay any more for 
its Iabour than it is worth without 
inviting trouble. ‘Those are con- 
siderations whivi will naturally ap- 
peal to those inclined to throw a 
searching eye over these present 
proposals of the Labour | Party, 
though it is undoubtedly the case 
that to the unthinking portion of 
{he population of the British Isles 
the prospect of better times which 
the Labour programme offers. will 
prove attractive, 

Fortunately wholesale “nation 
alization is not a new idea to the 
British reader. It has bet 
advanced as the panacea for 















q 
‘woes for decades past, and has not 


yet succeeded in” -convincing’ the 
elector of its real effectiveness, It 
is, moreover, badly handicapped by 
the contemporary experience of 
other countries, and. may ‘be con~ 
sidered to carry with it less eon- 
Vietion than formerly might have 
been the case, ‘The Labour Party 
iL will be noticed, is not proceeding 
like the Communists, and suggest- 
ing that itis the duty’ of the worker 
{o build for posterity, to endure that 
2 paradise might be founded for 
future generations; it isin fact 
offering the worker an immediate 
millennium regardless of cost. The 
reckless generosity of the offer may 
be the best contributing factor to 
the ullimate defeat of the party at 
the polls. It is, of course, incon~ 
ceivable that when the next General 
Election comes the National Gov- 
ernment will command $0 large 
majority in the House of Commons 
as it does now. That it will be 
feturned to power seems more than 
likely on the very excellent show- 
ing it has made since the exisis of 
1981, and the prosperity. which is 
now the reward of the years of 
welf-denial which the government 
persuaded the nation to endure, In 
the face of such a record’ the 
National Government has little to 
fear from such a programme as that 
which the Labour Party will shortly 
issue, To a very great extent it 
has even deprived the Labour Op~ 
position of effective ground for 
eriticism, for in some. instances 
it has adopted measures which 
Labour did not dare resist, and 
would have sponsored themselves 
it they had happened to think of 
them first. It may be safely as- 
sumed, therefore, that unless the 
Labout leaders can obtain. some= 
thing more. inspiving than this 
recital of old policies, it will be a 
long time before they attain the 
power they $0 earnestly desire, 




















A WAR FOOTING

‘Technically and lly Europe 
at peace, if the international 
‘affray on Spanish soil be disregard 
ed. Yet, to all intents and purposes, 
the nations of Europe have, put 
themselves on a war footing. ‘Ther 
is a mobilization of man’ power, 
accompanied by feverish activity in 
regimenting the industrial activities 
‘of the population so as to produce 
conditions which will enable the 
transformation of peaceful _com- 
mereial enterprise into a thoroughly 
responsive waremachine to be 
effected as if by the pressing of a 
button. Propagandist services are 
working overtime under the rigid 
control of state information bureaus 
and the inspiration of a one way 
press. National fervour is stimulat- 
ed by carefully prepared pictures, 
of an hostile world outside the

ELECTRIC CONFUSION. 
March 9. 


Just over ten years’ ago the 
Electricity (Supply) Act of 1926 
established the Central Electricity 
Board in Great Britain to construct 
main transmission lines (The Grid), 
to concentrate generation at stan- 
dard frequency in the most efficient 
stations and to'supply clectricity in 
bulk for distribution. Nine schemes 
were eventually adopted by the 
Board and carried into effect, to 
embrace the whole of Great Britain, 
except the north of Scotland. In 
1019 the Electricity Commission had| 
been set up by Parliament for the 
supervision: of electricity supply 
under the Ministry of ‘Transport| 
over an- area including, with 





Greater London, 44 local authorities 
In 1924 


‘and 44 private companies, 
the clectrical output by 
undertakers in Grea! 
amounted to 6,004 million units; by 
1934 it had risen to 15,459 million| 
units, The development of elect 
rieal supply under these statutory, 
schemes rapidly increased. ‘The 
need for some co-ordination became 
apparent. In 1935 Sir Harry (now. 
Lord) MacGowan, with Sir John 
Snoll, the Chairman of the Blectric~ 
ity Commission and Mr. John 
Morison, were asked as a Com- 
mittee to review the distribution of 
clectricity in Great Britain and 
report on: the means of ensuring| 
and expediting standardization of| 
systems, pressures and methods of| 
charge, further extending facilities| 
Gineluding supplies in rural areas) 
and reducing costs. ‘That Com- 
mittee of Three reported in May 
1936; its findings were published In 
June last. Tt recommended, among 
other things, the’ standardization of| 
systems and voltages, the lowering] 
‘and levelling ‘of electricity tarifts| 
and the extension of facilitles in 
rural areas with the reduction of 
costs. It found that considerable 
confusion existed. There were no| 
ess than 635 separate authorized 
undertakers, comprising, in addition| 
to the Central Electricity Board, 
three: joint: electricity authorities, 
ve joint boards, 373 local authori 
tles, and 253 companies and persons. | 
A fourth joint electricity authority, 
North’ Wales and ‘South ‘Cheshire, 
was established but transferred its|

fore the creation of the Electricity 
Commission, and the inherent dis~ 
advantages in a growth originally 
dependent on purely local effort 
‘without direction from a co-ordinat-| 
Ing centre have, obviously, been the 
‘main causes of the unsatisfactory 
conditions thus revealed, ‘The 
Ministry of ‘Transport now an- 
nounces its intention to obtain 
Parliamentary powers for re- 
organizing on the lines of the 
recommendations already sum- 
marised. The MacGowan Com- 
mittee. was careful. to insist that} 
Improvement, even under the best 
conditions, ‘would have to be 
gradual, but it felt that the co- 
ordinating proposals which it 
framed would ultimately result in 
a better organization of the electri 
city supply industry which would 
be reflected in more widespread 
supplies at lower and more uniform 
charges. 

‘There is no doubt that until 1919] 
Great Britain lagged far behind! 
‘other countries in the use of electri 
city. ‘The impetus given to the 
Industry by the creation of the 
Contrai Electricity Board, after the| 
Electricity Commission had been 
working for six years, remarkably | 
transformed the situation, but such 
intensive effort wwas bound to carry 
with it grave disadvantages which 
have duly made themselves felt. 
It is fortunate that the Government 
has been quickly made aware of the 
dangers of this complication and 
has taken measures to equip itself 
with expert advice for the provision 
‘of remedies. ‘The figures which 
have been quoted are eloquent 
‘enough an indication of the com- 
plexity of the task which the 
Ministry of Transport has sot itself 
to tackle, especially as there has 
‘been much difference of opinion 
rogarding the scope of the action 
required. If Great Britain had 
been able to cmbark on her grid 
enterprises with a blank slate, as| 
it were, she would not have been 
confronted with the difficulties aris- 
ng from carly uncontrolled, un- 
supervised development. Having to| 
deal with facts as they are, the’ 
Government is bound to proceed. 
cautiously. ‘The MacGowan Com- 
mittee considered that improvement] 
should be based either on 

immediate and complete reor- 
ganization on a regional basis under 

‘publle control, by the setting up of

NO BREECHES

Rumours that certain members| 
of the Labour Party had expressed 
‘a firm refusal to array themselves 
in purple and fine linen at the 
Coronation were hastily seized upon 
by eager commentators as proof of 
the growing redness of Great} 
Britain. It-ls a pity to disappoint 
ecstatic pessimism but the Earl 
Marshal of England himselt has 
prosaleally pricked the bubble by 
announcing that the evening dress 
of the uncomfortable but’ decorous 
citizen may be worn by those who 
do not propose to reveal their calves 
to'the public gaze but yield in their 
loyalty to none. ‘This recognition of 
the pressure of modern ideas will 
be doubly welcome for it fits not 
merely the stubborn salients of 
middle-aged figures but—and this 
{is Important—the shrunken purses 
of many of thelr owners. The 
velvet of Court Dress with its 
obligation to add knee-breeches and 
a sword to the adornment of the 
wearer “costs money. - Expedients 
have been devised to mitigate this 
hardship. Where the rolling stone 
can acquire sufficient moss, the hire 
of the prescribed garb ' may be 
obtained, but to the stickler for 
propriety an appearance at Court 
in borrowed: plumes is always Irk- 
some. Some there are.who will 
argue’ that the strength of mind 
which can brave the sunlight or 
midday fog of London in the owlish 
raiment of white Unen, starched 
chest-plaster and black tails is even 
more dificult to muster, Still in 
these air-minded days, the Briton 
is not as insular as he was;, he 
knows that many amiable personages 
of repute in other countries manage 
to wear the sober suit of the swift 
swallow without loss of morale or 
damage to the photographer's 
equipment, so the sartorial con- 
cession now made by the Earl 
Marshal will not surprise or vex 
him. 

Indeed for this Coronation cere= 
mony where the dazzle and glitter 
of gold cloth, gold lace and ermine 
will be so lavishly displayed, the 
opportunity of providing habili- 
ments which will act as effective 
foils to gorgeous magnificence is not 
to be despised. The Eat! Marshal 
may have that thought in mind for 
what picture is not the better for 
attention to the requirements of 
chiaroscuro? ‘The tyranny of 
breeches has long chafed the souls 
‘of men whose eminence has brought 
them within the peril of levee, court 
‘or other place where pomp and 
circumstance dwell. ‘The late Lord 
Curzon, ever a martinet of decorum 
to himself and all around him, once 
put his foot down firmly on an at- 
tempt to compromise at a Coronation 
ceremony over which he was to 
preside, He refused to take into 
account the fact that to political 
uniforms trousers aswell as. 
breeches were attached. ‘The world 
was staggered by the result: the 
fiat went forth ins the stark terse- 














ness of a telegram: “Trousers will 
not be worn at Delhi.” His shade 
‘will shudder at the Duke of Nor 
folk’s clemency. It will recall that 
old-time bravery and the sternness 
with which a high official garbed 
at a garden party in brown boots, 
red tie and bowler was incontinent 
ly sent about his business far from 
Olympian ken—only, by the weak~ 
Keneed grace of a softer age to be 
ralsed to even higher office and 
knighted, 

‘Truly this Is a topsy-turvy world, 
J‘rhe uniform-wearing habit has 
spread to unexpected coterles, The 
British Parliament has lately had 
to place a ban on shirts which, as- 
suming a certain hue, have In 
massed array carried political em~ 
barrassment into the streets of a 
free democracy. “The Coronation 
will embody. some of the most 
pleturesque customs of historic 
ceremonial, duly armed by wise 
‘saws and modern instances. Pre~ 
cedent and tradition, nicely mar- 
shalled will control its ritual, but 
the whole texture of the tapestry 
receives in appropriate places the 
addition of this or that new thread 
or ornament so. that  to-day's 
practice may accord with its ancient 
theme. Carlyle's Teufelsdréckh, in 
his ‘atrabillar moods, found scope 
for agile imagination in such oc 
casions:

Anointed’ Presence itsolf, every 
mother's son of them, stand 
straddling there, not a ‘shirt on 


them; and T know not whether to 
Miugh or sethe tables 
according to Horace) and with 
them the whole fabric of Govern- 
ment, Legislation, Property, Police 
and Civilised Sociaty ore. dissolved 
in walls and howls 
‘The ingenuity which can com- 
promise by making trousers 
as breeches in demc 
loyalty scatters these fea 
winds. Thus the Earl Marshal 
takes a loaf from China's book. The 
glory of the Imperial mandarin may 
have departed, No longer does the 
oficial have fo refer to the “Red 
Book" in order to ascertain whether 
the button on his cap should be 
plain red, flowered, transparent blue,, 
opaque, “uncoloured glass, white, 
plain gilt with flowers in. relief, 
or gilt with engraved flowers, 
Simplicity in a Republican cra has 
ordained a blue gown with the ma 
kua to mark the presence of off 
ial rank, So even when monar- 
cchical institutions are replaced it is. 
still impossible to dispense with the 
spirit which prescribes formality in 
attire for august occasions. It may 
be that feminine inconsequence thus - 
puts the male on the defensive. 
‘Yet women at the Coronation. have 
to conform to masculine decree in 
the choice of robes, the manner of 
‘wearing their coronets and other 
mystic devices, just as they obedi- 
ently take their normal change of 
fashion from some esoteric wizard 
enthroned in the Rue de la Paix. 
Whether Eve instigated Adam to 
adorn himself with breeches as one 
version of the Bible has put it, can- 
not be dogmatically averred. In 
this 20th Century Adam's descend~ 
ants have asserted thelr masculine 
Independence. They have the 
laugh of Eve's daughters for they 
will not be tied to breeches, oven if 
the apronestrings still exert a potent 
influence over thom. Let them, how- 
ever, not press the Earl Marshal too 
far; it would be all too terrible if, 
in ‘their economical modesty, they 
insisted that Court functions should 
carry the fearsome licence “Dress 
Optional.”

‘The fatal explosion which: cost the 
lives of two Chinese In the Shanghal 
Commercial and Savings Bank bulld- 
ing appears to have been due to no 
defect in the boiler plant but to 
negligence and poor human error. 
‘The idea that the tying down of a 
valve enables the heating plant to be 
operated with less cost in ‘fuel is un- 
fortunately held by many who seek 
economy without due appreciation, 
of the mechanical principles involved. 
The delusion Is “fostered by “the 
thought that if the valve be pre- 
vented from working the steam ean 
‘be conserved without further stoking 
of the furnace. ‘This of course de 

ats the. purpose for. which the 
valve is fitted to the plant and the 
isk of danger Is serious. The preval- 
fence of this unhappy ignorance is so 
Great that the wonder is that more 
‘explosions do not occur, but fortune 
has a curlous sympathy with these 
deluded economists and by an erratle 
display of favour averts catastrophe. 
Tt would be well If the facts of the 
explosion at the Bank building were 
‘made as widely known as possible s0 
that forceful instruction may be given 
fo men in charge of these planis for 
their own benefit and the safely of 
others whose lives are jeopardized by

‘The city 
government of Wanhslen, however, 
hhas prohibited the practice, and those 
who attempt it to-night, which is the 
might. tn question, will be severely 
punished. 

The practice arises from the old 
superstition that’a woman who com- 
mitted such a theft would soon be 
with child, “During recent years, 
however, the poor people of the 
‘countryside have taken advantage of 
tthe opportunity afforded them to de- 
prive thelr neighbours of all the 
Vegetables in thelr gardens, and 30 
the Wanhsien city government has 
decided that the practice Is to cease.

Japan's third replenishment pro- 
gramme, which will be. begun as 
‘soon as the naval estimates now

‘The American building of auxili- 
aries was not extraordinary because

‘The president of the society’ 
(Prof, ‘Alfred. Barker) then 
gave ‘a short address on "Some In- 
teresting Factors in Physical Inherit 
Thhustrating his remarks by 
Unique Jantern ‘slides and a special| 
cinema “sheep flim”. "The. sheep, sald| 
Professor Barker, Is a double-coated 
animal as It exists in the wild state. 
‘Shanghat was fortunate in possessing 
‘an excellent animal of this type in 
the blue sheep in Jossfteld Park. A 
special feature of this sheep was. that 
It tended to shed its under coat all 
at once, usually in the spring, while 
iL appeared to shed ils outer coat in- 
definitely, or even not at all, 


Natural Selection 

Darwin's idea of ‘natural selection’ 
waa admirably “iustrated "in the 
Aerivation of the) Vieuna of Peru 
from the Huanaco of South Amer- 
ca, ‘The latter animal ranged South | 
America from north to south and was 
‘double-coated’. When, however, it 
reached the altitudes ‘of from 10,000 
fo 16,000 fect high In Peru it would 
seem that the outer coat was super 
lous and it cast it. Thus the Vieuna 
carries only the beauilfully —fine| 
lunder-coat. save for a. breastplate 
where a bunch of outer-coat still 
survives, 

On looking at the Merino sheep of 
‘Australia it would naturally be sug- 
‘gested that the same thing had hap- 
pened—that this. sheep has cast the 
Outer-cont and is now clothed With 
the under-coat only. “And an inter- 
esting thing is that Merino lambs are 
usually born ‘with the outer-coat, as 
‘well a with the under-coat, but cast It 
Jn the course of a few weeks. ‘There 
4s, however, curious diMeuity with 
referonee io the Merino and it. is| 
this—If this be the under-coat the 
‘sheop should ‘shed it once a year, 
fand It does not do so; it has been 
Known to grow its feeco continuous- 
ly for fve years without showing the 
Teast sign of a break! Now there 1s 
@ sheep in England—the Wiltshire— 
whlch “sheds both under and. outer 
coats but no sheep, which sheds the: 
‘outer-coat only. 

‘At this “stage 
showed actual samples of Chinese 
‘wools which suggested that there 
might be a Chinese sheep fulfing 
the required conditions. A search 
was being made for this sheep. 


British and Aslan Link 

Reference was then made to the 
original short-talled (Soay) sheep of 
Britain, ‘The modern British sheep 
presented the problem of having i 
ong tall and for years the late Pro- 
fessor Cossar Ewart of Edinburgh 
University was In search of the long 
tailed progenitor of the British sheep. 
Ho eventually found this in the fat- 
{tailed sheop of Central Asia, thus 
Mnking up the Gobt Sea and the Gob! 
Desert not only with the camel but} 
‘also with the sheep. 

‘Then the heads of sheep also made 
a fascinating study, ‘There were 
three breeds or types of sheep from 
this polnt of view—frt, male and 
omale horned: second male horned 
fand female horntess; third, male and. 
female hornless. ‘The University of 
Cambridge had carried out some ine 
teresting experiments with reference 
to horns taking’ into ‘account. ‘face 
colour" also, Thus a horned pink-faee 
type (the ‘Dorset Horn) had been 
crossed with a hornless blacked: 
faced type (iho Suffolk) and no 
fleulty had been experienced in ob- 
taining a hornless plnk-faced type and 
a horned black-faced type, horns and 
face colour belng inherited on pure 
Mendelian. nes, ‘The problem of 
how a horned male came from a 
hornless female was, however, of 
‘more complexity and’ was to be re- 
ferred to the ‘sex chromosome’ or to 
‘the sox hormone or to both, 

‘An equally interesting problem 
was that of the fleece colour of 
sheep. “The original sheep was ob- 
viously coloured brown-grey like the 
Soay and the blue sheep of Jessfteld 
Park, ‘The change to the white was 
interestingly recorded in’ the Old 
‘Testament with reference to. Jacob 
and his flocks of sheep. "To-day 
‘owing {0 the constant endeavour to 
weed out black, most flocks of sheep 
‘were pure white, But even in the 
whitest flocks from-time to. time 
Black sheep made thelr appearance 
and in the most famous of — the 
lustre’ breeds—the  Wensleydale—| 
there. would often be 25 per cent. 
blacks nd this although the farmer 
rigorously killed off the blacks, in 
fact had done so for at least the 
Yast forty years. Experiments at the

University of Leeds had shown this 
black to be a “recessive” or half dose 
‘with white as a “dominant”. ‘Thus 
there were two types of Wensleydale 
whites—one was a pure white which 
‘would breed pure white and the other 
‘was an “impure” which crossed with 
an impure. would produce 25 per 
cent, blacks—and without a breeding 
test it was impossible to plck out by 
sight the "pures” from the “impures”. 
‘There ‘were stranger things than 
this, however, with reference to 
colour inheritance in combination, 
for example, wilh "texture, Thus 
with rough-white and smooth-colour- 
‘ed some weird resulls might be ob- 
tained by crossing the cross-breds, 


‘Skeletons and Skins 


Perhaps one of the strangest things 
with’ reference to Mendelian charac- 
fers in sheep was the probable In- 





heritanee of skeleton and skin a 
wholes". “Thus in every Merino 
Mock could be scen lambs which 


‘seemed to have Inherited the small 
body of the Soay sheep and the skin 
of the larger fat-talled sheop—the 
‘kin grew in folds on a body too, 
small “for itt And the study of a 
number of sheep would almost cer- 
tainly reveal the thin stretched skin 
of the smaller sheep over the skele- 
ton of the. larger sheep. 

‘Another interesting point, was the 
way In which fibre characteristics 
were Inherited. If two breeds such 
as Merino and Wensleydale were 
crossed, the fibre diameter frequency 
‘curve revealed this crossing in an 
‘almost uncanny way. ‘The lecturer 
sald that he would much like to work 
‘out the diameter frequency curves 
fon similar line for Chinese, Euro- 
ean, and the mixed yaces hairs, 
Selentite principles of some interest| 
might be thus rev 

‘These were a few of the interest 
Ing facts involved in heredity. ‘The 
possibilities of the “broad-ialled 
sheep in China were now being ex- 
plored and it” seemed likely that| 
quite shortly it would known what| 
‘was possible with reference to one| 
fof the chief of Chinese breeds of! 
sheep. 

‘Attempts at improvement _were| 
being made along two lines, the frst 
being the improvement of the breed | 
within itself and the second the im- 
provement through eross-breeding. 
The latter method | wos being, 
thoroughly taken in hand at  the| 
Oberlin Memorial School in Shans 

‘A brief discussion brought an in|

STRIKE PARALYZES TRAM-CAR SERVICES - 


Pickets at Depots, But No Trouble Reported: Three 
Demands Sent to Management 


‘Shanghal, Mar. 7. 

For the second tme in less than a 
month the International Settlement 
‘was without tram-car service yester- 
Gay as the 1,200 motor-men and con- 
uctors of the Shanghai Electric Con~ 
struction Company joined tho strike 
‘of some 600 workers employed at 
the company's depots and workshops 
Attempls were made by the men to 
induce ‘their fellow-workers in the 
China General Omn:bus Company to 
strike “in sympathy,” but the "bus 
company was unaffected and carried 
2 record. number of passengers: 
throughout the day. The tramways 
In the French Concession and in Chi- 
nese territory operated normally and 
there was no indication that these 
companies would be influenced by 
the strike, 

‘Expressing thelr concern over the 
strike the Shanghai District Kuo 
mintang and the Social Affairs 
Bureau issued a joint notice last 
night urging the strikers to return to 
‘work immediately, pending peaceful 
discussions about their demands for 
better treatment. The joint notice 
stated that the strike of the tram 
employees not only disrupted com- 
‘munications but also tended to af 
fect public peace. As a result of the 
Chinese officials’ "persuasion, the 
motormen and conductors were re- 
ported last night to be prepared to 
Feturn to work to-day, 

‘Suspension of the Settlement tram 
jservicn occurred at 5 am, the con- 
ductors and motor-men apparently 
having been intimidated" by the 
striking mechanics and depot cooll 
Pickets had been posted at the Bar 
Road and Wayside depots and 
the workshops in Balkal Road, but 
there were no demonstrations of dis- 
turbanees. Some of the conductors 
‘and drivers apparently were 
‘proached in their homes “and dis- 
suaded from reporting for work yes- 
terday morning.

First, the sirikers asked for 
the reinstatement of the two coolles 
dismissed from the Hart Road depot 
early Inst week for inefficiency, on 
oetion which led to the walk-out of 
the fitters and coolies there. 

‘Secondly, the issue of retiring 
gratuities is demanded, and thirdly, 
the privilege of sick-leave on pay. 

Tt is understood the company has 
already engaged a number of Rus-

Hotta's criminal activities, the Ja- 
panese police sald, showed "rare ‘in 
genulty, as in vietimizing Local 
Fapanese residents he had represent- 
ed himself as a beggar, a detective 
of the S.MLP,, a shop messenger, and| 
seaman borrowing money fora 
earfare to Woosung, where "my ship 
fs anchored, 

‘The man is now charged with five 
burglaries and hold-ups, although the 
police believe that this number will 
be swollen with the recvipt of new 
complaints, 


A Gaol ‘Term 

Hotta was convicted of larceny on 
September 3 last by the local Japan- 
ese Consular Court and served his 
term in the Nagasaki prison, He was. 
ischarged on January 2, and xe 
turned here a week later, 

His frst recorded etime, ‘the pollee 
said, was committed on January 28, 
when he is alleged to have stolen ¥.55, 
from the pocket of a suit in the closet 
ot Mrs, Aiko Maruyama’s: residence, 
15, N, Szechuen Road, 

Exactly three weeks later, he en- 
tered the ‘home of Mr.” Saburo 
Yajima, of the Oriental Cotton ‘Trad- 
ing Company, and finding the owner 
out, told the’ amah that he was. or- 
ered to take the sewing machine. to 
his shop for repairs, ‘The cautious 
servant refused {0 believe the tale.

‘This was” Hotta’s second visit to 
‘Me, Okamoto’s home on that day, the 
police sald. “Earlier in the day, he

Patal Error 

Made bold by his successes, Hotta 
committed a for him fatal mistake 
fof victinilzing a’ Consular official. 
‘On February 25 he entered the apart: 
ment of Mr. Ichiro Aoyagi, head of 
the political police section of the 
Japanese Consulate-General, at 
Pearce Apartments, 

Discovering, that the owners were 
‘out, Holta, ‘threatening, violence, ‘ob- 
‘tained $2 from the Japanese maid and 
fed.

NANKING ROAD 
Aged Watchman Shot 


‘With daring suggesting a rald by 
cinematographic gangsters, two gun 
men walked Into the crowded Nan- 
king Road branch of the Bank of 
‘Communications at 11.20 a.m. on Mar. 
Land, while one stood yard inside 
the door, the other went to the rear, 
Teaped over the counter and obtained 
fan ‘estimated $10,000 in five and ten 
dollar notes. On their way out, both 
robbers fired at an aged. watchm:

abdomen. ‘The men then escaped and 
vanished in the crowd on Nanking 
Road,

carefully planned, was carried out 
expertly in such short time that the 
25 employees of the bank and the 
large number of customers» were 
taken completely by surprise.

age. Tall, keen-sighted, and vigorous, 
nis rapid, concise. ansivers to. ques 
tions put to him in the course of the 
interview were those of a man in his 
prime, a’ man whose clear, highly 
Intelligent mind had not been’ dimmed 
by the passing of the years, 

Discussing the future of Shanghal, 
hhe sald that geographically speaking, 
this ity is in an Ideal position for 
developing. into one of the greatest 
fand largest in the world. Although 
further expansion northwards is. im- 
possible owing to the Yangtze River, 
‘and possibly. improbable eastwards 
and westwards owing to the Whang- 
poo River, there Is no limit. south- 
wards.

Isolation Impossible 

All this, he continued, goes to show 
that the ‘day “of the ‘self-sumelent, 
Isolated country, such as China of a 
Uttle over a century ago, is past. It 
countries are to exist and prosper, 
they have to be on friendly terms no 
only with thelr immediate neighbours, 
‘but indeed with the world. The world, 
ag 0 whole, is anxious to be friendly 
‘with ‘Ching, and China now has to 
demonstrate and prove her desire for 
friendship with the nations of the 
‘world. No country can now be self- 
sumefent and prosper. 

‘He has had little of no opportunity 
as yet of observing the value of the 
New Lite Movement, but while he 
‘greed ‘that basically its principles 
fare very good, he feels that it can 
achieve little towards the unifleation 
of the nation until China's communt- 
cations are smore widely developed.

‘A “Leader Weiter” 

‘Turning from polities. Pére Robert 
mentioned in passing that the Mis 
sions Btrangéres in’ Shanghal, now 
housed ina magnificent building in 
Route Delastre, had been subscribers 
to the “North-China Dally News” 
ever since he first eame to China, and 
that they still relied on this Journal 
for thelr local and world news. “I 
knew 'Bob" Little, your editor forty 
years ago, very well,” he sald, “and 
even wrote some of ‘the leading 
articles!” “He had made a tour of 
Japan and Korea, he explained, and 
‘on his return, the then editor of the 
aper, Mr. Little, suggested that he 
write’ some articles on what he had 
seen and learnt; these subsequently 
‘appeared in the “North-China” in the| 
form of leading articles. 

Pére Robert was a member of the| 
French Municipal Council from 1888| 
{o 1903, and was a party at all the dis 
cussions which took place between | 
that body and the Shanghal Municipal 
Council relating to roads, - public 
works, and the supply of power, 
electricity and water.

It is owing to the efforts of 'Pére 
Robert and M, Paul Brunat that 
Avenue Joffre came into being. A 
member ‘of the FMC, Public Works 
Committee, he drew up plans for a

Montigny to Route de Say Zoong, 
fand later curving round to join the 
Route de Zikawel by what is now 
known as Avenue Haig.

Eucharistic Congress 

From 1903 to 1916, Pére Robert was 
procurator for the ‘Missions Etrang- 
éres in Hongkong, and only visited 
‘Shanghai for a week or so every two 
or three years. He subsequently 
went to Paris to take up the post of 
assistant fo the Superior “General, 
Whom he succeeded two years ago. 
‘His last visit to Shanghal was in 
1028, 

Pére Robert’ was, of course, a 
delegate “to the ‘recent Bucharistic 
‘Congress in Manila, “He came out by 
8 different route from that of most of 
the representatives, however, leaving 
the ship at Singapore to motor 
through | Malaya, “Siam and ‘Tndo- 
China. ‘The Eucharistic Congress, he 
sald, ‘showed great progress in’ the 
matter of organization as compared 
with the Congress in 1928 in Sydney. 
Tt was really wonderful how, in per 
feet order, two hundred priests gave 
‘communion to 80,000 children one day’ 
‘and to 100,000 women the next. ‘The 
hhuge crowd, divided into two hundred. 
‘sections, was handled in such  man- 
ner that there was not one discorda 
ole struck during the whole Con- 
ress, 

Pare Robert sails from Shanghai 
to-morrow for Japan. He is to make 
8 tour of that country, Korea and 
Manchoukuo before going on 10

He 
took over the direction of winter 
sports activities at Reed College, and, 
trained its ski team. Under his di- 
rection, a dry skiing track was 
erected at Reed College for teaching. 
students to ski prlor to the siding 
season. This was the first of its kind, 
fon the Pacific coast, Dry ski tracks 
were introduced on the Continent 
about three years ago.

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PRICELESS JADE ON 
ria DISPLAY 


Collection Destined for the 
Paris Exhibition 


‘Through the portals of the Chinese 
room at the International Exhibition 
‘at Paris this year will go a score or 
more Wooden boxes all irregular in 
shape, When the locks eliek open 
‘aad the nails are drawn, olher Boxes 
will be revealed, more delicate in 
design and material, When the lids 
fof these inner boxes are loosened, 
the men in charge will carefully lift 
from thelr velvet beds the innumer- 
aie parts of the famous Green Jade 
Pogoda, a world-renowned example 
of the jade carver’s art. This re~ 
markable piece of work consists of 
a seven-storey structure, containing 
‘many separate pleces fitied together 
80 preciscly that the joinings cannat 
bbe perceived. It rests on a cloisonne 
base, which in turn is placed on an 
altar made of carved black-wood 
surrounded by grilled jade balus- 
trades, 

‘The Jade Pagoda and hundreds of 
other precious objet arts are now 
fon display. at the Sun Company, 
through the courtesy and efforts of 
‘Mr. Chang Wen-ti, who will supervise 
all the transportation problems that 
Will arise in connection with the trip 
to Paris, 


“Ot Flekle Moods” 

‘An authority on Oriental stones 
recently sald, “Jade is a stone of 
fickle moods." "No better proof of 
the truth of this statement could be 
found than in the Sun exhibition, 
.Nostling among large pieces of 
ornamental jade is a small group 
piece which has caught in its surface 
five of jade's nine colours. Tt re- 
presents a fisherman with his basket, 
‘out of which has flopped one very: 
Targe fish. In the basiet alone are 
ree colours, one shading gradually 
into. the other. 

‘Aithough there have been thirty 
centuries of jade, thirty years has. 
beer, more oF Jess the span of time 
‘Mr. Chang planned to encompass in 
his display. ‘The most prized posses- 
lon (after the Pagoda), Is on arm 
clrelet, extremely plain. but of stich 
perfection as to be incredible, Its 
Jada resembles a bit of water iifted 
‘out of a quiet woodland lake, im- 
prisoned in an invisible mold.

It is, said that jade is the stone 
possessing the cardinal virtues; pure, 
precious, valuable and beautiful 
Porhaps'this accounts for the statues 
of lovely maidens taking on. extra 
cchatm, when done in jade, In Mr, 
Ching’s exhibit are a number of such 
slatues and they seem to emanate an 
aura of reverence. 

rom contomplating the Jade 
Poxeda in speechless admiration, the 
spectator turns to a table of small 
houschold ornaments and there be- 
comes not only voluble ‘but argu: 
mentative ‘over the merits of this 
fone or that. Some ‘of these re 
present animals residing only "in 
figments of imagination, others are 
carved to likenesses of’ children or 
flowers or fish, or birds. An 
amazing collection of snuff bottles 
‘araces another corner, 

Inde Is not the only material re- 
prosented. Much inimitable art is 
conveyed by the use of coral, lapiz 
Jaull, crystal, amber and turquoise, 
designed “in a large varicty of ideas. 
‘The most Incredible carving. consists 
of’ chains, bells and rings, complete 
and separated from the main piece, 
yet interlocked with 
‘askels, ineense burners ‘and the 
Pagoda’ itself are adorned in this 
style, 

Although volumes have been writ. 
ten on jade, yet as one author has 
sald Jade requires the language of 
the Chinese to deseribe it.

tional Commercial Bank; Li Ming of 
the Cheklang Industrial ‘Bank; Chien 
Yung-ming of the Joint | Savings 
Soclety of the Yien-yieh, Kincheni 
Continental, China & South Sea 
Banks; Yeh Fu-hsiao of the Conti 
ental Bank; Yeh Chur-tang of the 
Central Trust of China; Wu Yun-chai 
of the Kineheng Banking Corporation; 
Chang Shou-min, adviser to the 
Ministry of Finanee; and Wu Chie 
ting, Director-General of the Internal 
Revenue Administration of the Minis- 
try of Finanee. 

‘After the meeting was called to 
order, the annual report was sub- 
‘mitted by the Board of Supervisor 

According 10 this report, the profit 
made in 1038 amounted ‘to $1,914 
531.02. 

Tn the course of the past year, the 
report states, the Corporation parti 
cipated in numerous financial projects 
for the reconstruction of the country. 

In May last year, for instance, the 
Corporation, in conjunction with the 
British” and Chinese~ Corporation, 
secured a loan of £1,100,000 for the 
Ministry of ‘Railways’ for the com- 
pletion of the Shanghal-Hangehow- 
Ningpo Railway. Prior to the con 
‘elusion of the Loan, the China Deve~ 
lopment Finance Corporation advan~ 
ed funds for the construction of the 
Chientang Railway Bridge. 

‘Moreover, in order to encourage 
the lllization of foreign capital for 
reconstruction, the Corporation 
secured part of a loan of 
‘$56,000,000 In cash and materials from 


























certain French interests for the Sze- 
chuen-Kwelchow Railway Company 
fo ‘build the Chengtu-Chungking 
Railway which extends over a dls 
tune of 523 kilometres. 

‘At the request of the Chekiang~ 
Kiangsi Railway Company, the Cor- 
poration secured a loan of US. 
$100,000 for the completion of the 
Chokiang-Kiangsi Railway. 

Tn order to assist the development 
of communications and telegraph 
‘enterprises, the report continues, 
the Corporation, on behalf of | the 
the Ministry of Communications, 
‘secured a loan of $5,000,000 last spring. 
for the development of various com- 
‘munications enterprises throughout 
the country. At the request of the 
‘Ministry of Communications, it also 
‘secured a loan for the improvement. 
‘of the telephone system in Nanking. 

With reference to public utility en- 
terprises, the Corporation, on behalf’ 
ot the Kiangsi Provincial Govern- 
‘ment, obtained a loan of £104,000 for 
the establishment of an Electric Pow- 
er and Water Works at Nanchang, 
provineial capital of Kiangsl. 

In conclusion, the report states that 
the Corporation has also handled the 
issue of debentures amounting to

"The question arises, just what 
constitutes 2 “feature film” and why? 

‘The earliest “features” (if they may

starred. Then ‘there was “Phanto- 
‘maz a serial of welrd happenings. 
For comedy there was the ever- 
welcome Max Linder, “WhiMles” (Mr. 
Prince); a stout, elderly gentleman 
named " “Bunny” “and, of course, 
“Lonesome Luke," nowadays Harold 
Lloyd, who had for support Bébé 
Daniels and Snub Pollard, and capital 
‘Alms they were too. 

‘The only cinema “hall” thirty 
years or so ago was the Victoria, 
‘This was in Chapoo Road; five oF 
six Chinese houses, opposite to where 
the Lion Café stands to-day, had

‘The “penny gafl” apparently was a 
‘Hnanelal success, as the proprietor 
bbulli the Victoria, located on Haining 
Road, the original play-house having 
‘many names before it was finally 
demolished. 

For a while the proprietor of the 
Vietoria ‘ran the old place as the 
“Colon Cinema” and among its. suc- 
cessive names was The Shows, a 
Japanese Katsudo and, finally, the 
‘Hongkew Cinema. 

‘A new Hongkew Cinema was 
built on the corner of Chapoo and 
Malning Roads and this apparently is 
still going strong. 

In those days the show was a 
Cinema-cum-variety affair, songs, 
dances and specialities being inter 
polated between the films, presum- 
ably in order to permit ‘of the 
projector cooling down, one machine 
only being deemed adequate in those 
early days, 

‘Many of the lady-choristers had 
‘more-or-less friendly relations with 
the audience, back-chat and criticism 
of the artisie's form, Agure or per- 
formance being freely indulged in, 
with advice across the  foollights, 
‘given and taken. In fact this weiter 
recalls Miss Violet Bonetta on on 
hheetic occasion coming “down front” 

writer and Dis- 
tant, that she'd wring their respective 
somethinged necks if they didn't 
“shut up.” And methinks she could 
have done it too, as Vi was a hetty 
sey. 

‘The first “talking Alms” screened 
in Shanghai were shown at the 
Olympic (subsequently extensively 
altered and re-named the Embassy). 
‘They were thought wonderful at the 
time (approximately twenty years 
‘ago) and. were the ordinary ‘silent 
lm to which a gramophone record 
was attached, played by a long end- 
less belt, extending from the pro- 
jection room to the amplifying horn 
fixed in the orchestra pit, 

‘The synchronization was remark- 
ably good during the early part of 
the programme but towards the end, 
elther the belt stretched too much, 
‘or something went wrong with the 
‘works, as while a charming lady was 
shown singing “Home Sweet Home” 
the singer's lips and motions were 
bars ahead of the “sound effects,” 
the result being vastly amusing, if 
nol edifying. 

‘The programme, it is recalled, 
began with a stirring speech deliver- 
gd by Theodore Roosevelt, at Oyster 




















Later, about fifteen years ago, the 
first talking pictures, in the accepted 
sense of the term, were shown at 
the same theatre, ‘at that time the 
Embassy. The picture was called 
“Strange Cargo” depicting exciting 
incidents during a yachting cruise, 
the most outstanding feature being 
the entire lack of modulation of the 
voices, gentle ladies blaring and 
Dlatting with a timbre similar to that. 
of a deep-water boatswain's voice. 
But again the audience thought it 
marvellous, in fact this writer saw 
the picture thrice!

RACIAL MIXTURE 
Some Questions for Dr. Wu 


To the Editor of the 
“Norrt-Cuixa Dany News 

Sm—Dr, Wu Lien-teh, well-known 
particularly for hls plague research 
‘work, recently. spoke on racial mix- 
ture.’ In his ‘speech he expressed, 
among other things, the bellet that 
in many eases the product of a mixed 
union’ was superior to that of the 
pure stock. “As nowadays the amal- 
Hamation of ‘races is making great 
progress in the big cities, this ques 
ion tg of great interest, and it scems 
important to me that’it should be 
dealt with from another standpoint, 
leesides the one represented by Dr. 
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Although many people still uphold 
that men are equal by birth and that 
environment in genercl and school 
feducation in parlicwar play an im- 
ypertant part, nobody ‘will deny. that 
the Inherited mental qualities are 
‘even more important. For even the 
Best. school education and the most 
favourable environment will never 
succeed in making an eminent man 
‘out of a mediocre ‘one. While on 
the other side, q man with eminent 
inherited qualities wilt always make 
food, in spite of unfavourable en- 
vironment. ‘There are so many 
examples on record that names need 
not be mentioned. 

This is true for the human races as 
well as for individuals: ‘The | Euro- 
peans, the Ohinese, the Indians, the 
Ancient Mexicans ‘and many other 
races have produced great -elviliza- 
tions, whereas other nations are 
Known to have stayed behind, with a 
very backward culture, eg, the AUS- 
tralian natives, the South Afcican 
negroes, And that happened in coun- 
{ries and In climates which are no 
le In the way of progress. an 
civilization, as has been proved by 
their recent development, 

‘There Is no doubt therefore that 
‘we must ascribe to the European or 
Chinese a very high capacity for 
developing « civilization, while the 
‘Australian ‘hatives and’ the blacks 
possess that faculty ina very low 
degree only. In this sense we may 
call some races superior to, more 
Valuable than,” the others, So our 
first question is answered’ in’ the 
negative: not all races are culturally 
equal. 

‘Atter this statement we may ap: 
proach the second question, viz, if 
half-breeds are really superior" 40 
the pure stock whose preducts they 
are. "According {0 our present 
Knowledge, we may. in case of any 
racial mixture, expect that the half 
‘breed in some qualities resembles 
hig father, in. others his mother, #0 
that in general appearance he stands 
between his parents, the prevailing 
‘of paternal, resp. maternal qualities 
‘being due to the dominant, resp. 
recessive character of the qualities, 
In part it Ig just accidental. 

Corresponding to this theory are 
the results of researches ‘that, many 
years ago, were made on the mixed 
population of Rehoboth, which is 
‘composed of bastards from Europeans 
fand Hottentots. Many of those half- 
Loreeds possess higher mental quall- 
ties than the Hottentots but none 
ef them is Superior to’ an average 
European. If Dr. Wu, for an example, 
points at the fact, that the mulattos 
have produced more prominent men 
than the negroes, this is quite what 
was to be expecied, namely that in 
these ‘cases the mulattos “have in- 
hherited some of the higher properties 
from the Europeans. But if the 
average mulattos are superior to 
the average Europeans among thelr 
progenitors, that is the great ques 
tion, which certainly “must be an- 
swered in the negative. 

Dr. Wu does not let us know it 
the half-breeds of Hawaii surpass 
not only the indigenous natives but 
also the Chinese, in thelr physleal 
and psychical qualities. 

‘From all this we see that in case 
‘of amalgamation of two racial groups 
fof unequal culture, the _half-breeds 
stand above the lower race, but do 
not equal the qualities of the higher 
race. In a complete fusion of a 
higher race with a lower race, the 
result will be an Intermediate on 
the superior individuals of the pure 
stock will disappear and be replaced 
by the Inferior halt-breeds. But it 
certainly cannot be the end and aim 
Jn the development of mankind that 
the various highly civilized races 
should make way fo a less prominent 
nlxture 

‘Matters are a little different i two 
races of a high standard intermarr 
‘The products of such q mixture may 
combine valuable qualities of both 
races, so that psychically highly- 
developed halt-breeds may be the 
result, who belong neither to the one 
nor to the other race, standing, 0 
to-say, between the races. 
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“CHINESE SPECTATORS STAGE RIOT 


Referee Escorted from Field by Players: Game Ends 
Abruptly: Crowd Displeased at Decisions 


IRULY Chinese spectators staged a riot at the Yenping Road| | 


Stadium on March 6 and brought the Loyals v. Tung’ 
Hwa Association football 1st Division fixture to an abrupt halt. 
halfway through the second half when the Army side were leading 


four goals to one. 
against the Chinese forwards, the 


Indignant at the repeated off-

failed to stop the game, for another ball was immediately pro-

Players immediately surrounded | 
‘the oficial and escorted him off the 
ela with the threatening mob trail 
ing behind, “Fortunately there wore 
food many men of the Loyal Regl- 
ment present to watch the mateb, 
nd these with some forelgn specta- 
tors appeared on the field and calm- 
ly mingled with the nolsy crowd, 
which had a most quieting effect. 

Soon the din subsided ond tempers 
‘cooled, and gradually groups began 
4o leave the Stadium 
‘were some isolated scuffles and a 
fey black-eyes apparent but nothing 
‘ofa very serous nature 

‘The destruction of the fence began 
at one spot at first and In a very 
half-hearted mannor, and if the Chi- 
nneso polico had appeared at once 
and strongly dissuaded the wreckers 
it might have stopped there and 
then, But the latter. reeelving en 
-couragoment on all sides and sensing 
non-interference from the ofieers of 
the law continued with greater gusto 
and son wore joined by others. 

‘All the time there was an ominous 
mimble in the nir and the situation 
secmed very menacing.

Before Judge P. Grant Jones 
"(tearing Adjourned) 

“Previous detisions | have been 
‘wrong, in my opinion,” commented 
Judge’ P. Grant Jones in He M. 
‘Supreme Court on March 5, when he| 
adjourned to chambers the hearing 
of a pelition by the Missions to 
Seamen committee and trustees, 
During the course of the hear- 
ing, Judge Grant Jones suggested 
that “the present ‘trustees wore 
Mlegally appointed to office in 1929, 
as they were not appointed by namt 
but merely as “the British Consul- 
General for the time being,” and so 
on. This matter, too, was left to 
“argument in. chambers. 

‘The petitioners were represented 
by Mr, C. E, Lowe, The-peti- 
tlon, sald ‘Mr, Lowe, was under| 
the Act providing for'a remedy in 
‘eases of “abuses of trusts held for 
charitable purposes, and was signed 
by the Committee, ‘comprising Dean 
‘Trivett, Mr, L. H. Lamb, Pay-Com- 
mander C, A, Bowen, Messrs. J. 
Hillman, A. Williamson, P. C, Gilmore, 
G. A, Kemp, E, 8, Wilkinson, A. J: 
Enright, F. 'W. Poate, B. McLaren, 
W, 3, Keswick, and B. . Blaker, and 
by “the trustees, Dean ‘Trivett, Sir 
John Brenan, ‘Messrs. R. Calder 
‘Marshall, W.'S. King, and P, W. 
Massey, 'who held a Declaration of 
‘Trust by which certain land and pro 
perty was held in trust for the 
Missions to Seamen, 

‘Some time before May 3, 1937, went 
‘on Mr, Lowe, the clergy of the Holy 
‘Trinity Cathedral gave special atten 
tion 9 the roligious needs of seamen 
in Shanghai, and. on that date the 
‘specially-bullt ship Bethol was 
anchored in the Whangpoo rd used 
for the holding of religious services 
for seamen, Religious servie.s were 
held from May 3, 18957, up to about 
1809 both In the Bethel’ and the bark 
Euphrates, which was purchased In 
1860, before which date a committee 
apparently had been formed under 
the clergy to look after the coame 
‘needs, although no record beyond one 
annual report could be found of such 
a committee, 


Mistory of Mission 
In 1861 oF thereabouts, a chaplain 
pointed to devote the whole of 
time to seamen, and the com- 
rulttee was given an’ annual grant of 
£100 from the missions body at Home| 
to cover his stipend. In 1867 » special 
church was built in the Pootung 
eometery, and thio was pulled down 
in 1905. In 1801—Mr. Lowe, in 
parenthesis, said it was dimtcult to 
Mnd any reliable records covering the 
whole period—the work wv 
susellated, and various hongs came 
Forward with nancial assistance. A 
Declaration of ‘Trust was made on 
‘May’ 2, 1006, whereby certain Tand, 
known’ as B. C. Lot 2516, together 
‘with the buildings on it, was put in 
‘trust for the general purposes and 
‘uso of the Mission, In 1807, at a 
meoting in tho Deanery, the trustees 
of this Declaration of ‘rust and. the 
Cathedral trustees were made the Ast 
commitice of the Mission. 

‘On November 12, 1929, 2 deed was 
effected whereby the Dean, the Brit- 
ish Consul-General or acting Consul- 
General, and three trustees of the 
Cathedral, for “the time being.” were 
‘appointed’ trustees of the Declaration 
of Trust, and had accepied the 
trusteeship and acted in all mattors| 
pertaining to it ever since. For 
many years, the Mission had been 
managed by a committee which I 
eluded the Dean, the Resident Naval 
‘Omer, the Shipping Vice-Consul, and 
cortain others, who were olected at 
the annual general meeting 

No suMelent scheme for the dis- 
position of money of the Missions to 
Scamen had beon drawn up nor were 
there any rules for its manogement. 
‘A committee meeting was held last 
December, when it was decided to 
apply to the Court to settle a scheme 
for the administration of the Mission, 
and the trustees later agreed it was| 
necessary and joined in the petition. 
‘This pelition asked that a. proper 
scheme be drawn up setting out how 
the trust should be held and the 
manner and affairs of the mission 
directed; that in this scheme provision 
be made fer any future land to be 
acquired by the Mission to be held 
by the trustees of the Declaration of 
‘Trust; Uberty to propose a scheme; 
and any other order that the Court 
might see fit to make. 
jo Such Thing” 


Mr, Lowe then read an affidavit 
signed by Dean Trivett in support of 
the petition, and a lengthy document 
drawn up by the committee covering 
























































its proposed scheme, and comprising 


rules for the guidance of the com- 
mittee and setting out its powers and 
the restrictions placed upon it. Dis- 
cussion of this was subsequently 
adjourned to chambers. 

‘Mr. Victor Priestwood, the Crown 
‘Advocate, who arrived’ while Mr. 
Lowe was reading the -petition, was 
asked by Judge Grant Jones if he 
could assist them in arriving at a 
decision with regard to the phrase 
“for the time being.” ‘The Crown 
Advocate replied that the matter had 
come up in. the past. In :he con~ 
templation of English law, there was 
no such thing as  “Consul-General 
{for the time being’ 

“Wo are all here for the time being, 
‘of course!” commented Judge Grant 
Jones. 

Mr. Lowe sald that he had just 
noticed, In connection with @ some- 
what similar case before Sir Havilland 
do Sausmarez involving the Sailors’ 
Home, that the Court had allowed the 
‘appointment of the “Consul-General 
for the time being.” 

“possibly that was in error,” sald 
Judge Grant Jones. 

‘The Crown’ Advocate said that it 
was true that it had been done, but 
he agreed that the transfer to the 
resent trustees was undoubtedly 
Mlegal. He believed that it could be 
done in the ease of Archbishops and 
Bishops, who were corporations sole’ 
under’ the law. 

“Sudge Grant Jones agreed, and sald 
30 were the Postmaster-General and 
the Public Trustee, who weze ereated 
by statute: but a Consul-General was 
‘ot a corporation in the eyes of the 
Law, “He thought it betler for the 
matter to be dealt with in chambers, 
however, and adjourned the case ac: 
cordingly.

Bakery Licencee Fined 
SMC. v. JAMES NETL 
Unvenarre> Brean Dellvored by detend= 

‘ant’s employees: 
Before Mr. C. H. Haines, Registrar 
(Pine of $10 imposed) 

“It's hardly fair in a country tke 
China," ‘commented Mr. James. Nell, 
proprietor and lieencee of the Scotch 
Bakery, when he was warned by Mr. 
C,H.’ Haines, Registrar, in HM. 
Police Court on March 3 that he was 
responsible for the employees of his 
company. Mr. Neil was fined $10 on 
8 charge of permitting certain bread 
to be delivered unwrapped “in greased 
paper or other cleanly covering,” and 
‘another $10 when one of his drivers 
was proved to have been distributing, 
bread without carrying an identifea- 
ton eard fssued by the Count 

‘To both offences, alleged to have 
happened on February 17, Mr. Nell 
pleaded:—"Not guilty personally.” In- 
spector B. Palmer, of the SMP. in 
charge of the prosecution, called 
Health Inspector J. B, Snoad, of the 
P.AHD,, as the sole witness. MF. Snoad 
‘sald Hat about 845 a.m, on February 
1%, he saw a Neit bakery delivery 
van drawn up outside Dombey's shop 
fon Bubbling Well Road, and bread 
and eakes were being taicen into the 
shop. On golng inside he found at 
the stand rented and operated by, the 
Vakery a tray of brown bread which 
‘was not wrapped. Witness produced 
six unwrapped loaves which he said 
he had taken from the tray, and 
pointed out that the wrappers on. 
Bermaline Bread sold by tho bakery 
claimed that it was packed and 
wrapped by machinery. 

In connection with the second 
charge, at 610 am, that day he was 
summoned by telephone to the corner 
of Seymour and Bubbling Well Roads, 
where he found one of the company’s 
vans, the driver of which was not 
carrying the IdentiNeation card re- 
quired under the regulations for all 
distributors of bread, 

Bread Too Mot 

In hls defence, Mr, Nell. sald that 
the driver might have forgotten the 
card. Although he did not dispute 
that the bread might not have been 
wrapped, yet he knew for a fact that 
whenever bread was too hot to be 
‘wrapped and was late for delivery, it 
‘was. placed in paper covered trays 
fand more paper was placed on top, 
the bread ‘being then taken to the 
shop ina sanitary manner. He did 
not see this done himself. 

“It is clearly your responsibility to 
see that it is done,” sald the Registrar,

Judgment for $11,749 with costs 
was awarded by Judge Milton J. 
Helmick in the U.S, Court for China| 
on March 1, Zung Noh-chang. Zia 
Bang-fee, Tsung Yeu-tsing, Tshing 
Kee, Wong Chi-ebung, Bong Zoong- 
yoong, Chow Yuen-dien, Chen Yue- 
tung, King Keo, doing business under 
the style of Yu Shing & Partners, in 
their action against Rudolph 'W. 
Mayer, for damages in the sum of 
$26,000 on a breach of contract. 

‘The judgment reads as follows: 

‘The facts of this case are so com~ 
plicated that the Court sees no good 
Purpose In attempting a detailed 
Feeltal. The gist of the matter is that 
plaintiffs, who were compradores, 
debenture holders, and preferred 
‘claimants of Newmitks, Ltd. in. re- 
ceivership, agreed to transfer their 
Interests and» claims to defendant 
who was {o purchase the assels of 
the company at receiver's sale, form 
‘a new British company of $100,000 
‘capitalization, and issue to plaintifs 
'$26,000 worth of stock. The defend~ 
ant purchased the assets from the 
receiver at a price of $90,000, pay- 
Ing for the same with preferred 
claims which hed been assigned to 
hhim, ineluding that of plaintiffs on 
which he had advanced some cash. 
Defendant organized a new company 
Known as Newmilks 1936, Ltd. with 
fan authorized capital of $250,000. No 
Issued $100,000 of stock to himself 
‘and a few shares to others to qualify 
them as directors. He further, pro- 
cured a debenture issue of $50,000 
fon all the assets of the company, to 
be issued to himself. From his block 
‘Of stock he offered. plaintifts $26,000 
par value, which they refused to 
Secept, claiming that the agreement 
had been breached. ‘They then 
brought this action for damages in 
the sum of $26,000. 

‘The Court finds the contract was 
reached by defendant and that 
plaintiffs properly refused to accept 
the stock offered them, A common 
sense construction of the agreement 
forces the view that it clearly con- 
templated a new company limited to 
{$100,000 capitalization, with no de- 
benture fssues or ens on the assets, 
to diminish the value of the stock. 

‘The Court believes _ plaintiffs 
measure of damages is the value of 
the consideration paid by them on 
the contract, but owing to the in- 
tricacies of the transaction it is dit- 
fleult for the Court to determine the 
precise amount which will make 
them whole. After listening to. the 
discussions of counsel and making 
some caleulations of ils own, the 
Court arrives at the Agure of $11,- 
749. Judgment in that amount, 
with costs, will be awarded plaintiffs 
against defendant.

‘The woman, Tsung Wangets, aged 
33, and formerly a waitress in a local 
Foot garden amusement resort, was 
sentenced to fifteen years’ imprison- 
ment, 

‘The Myburgh Road house was 
raided at 415 pm. Mr. T. 8, Lea, 
‘Assistant Municipal Advocate, who 
Prosecuted, told the judge that the 
police, on entering a back room, found 
Lee engaged in mixing and ‘rolling. 
red pills, and the woman wrapping. 
up pills 'in packages containing 500 
each. A quantity of pills were placed 
above ‘a burning stove to be dried.

‘Questioned by the judgo if the 
woman arrested in the same room 
knew the process of making pitis, the 
accused replied in the negative.’ He 
sald he met her in a roof garden 
‘amusement resort and then they lived 
together. ‘The woman also dented. 
vigorously the knowledge of the 
process,

One very old article of commerce 


is Jade, and it is not realized by 
‘everybody that the so-called Chinese 
Jede comes from the jade mines in 
the Myitkyina District of Burma 
from where it Is taken either by 
land oF by’ sea to China to be cut. 
The story told locally of the origin 
o€ this trade Is Interesting and may 
bbe quite true. 

Many centuries ago, it Is said, a 
caravan of Chinese muleteers who 
had come to Burma to trade was 
relurning home with toads of local 
produce which they had bought, and 
feng of the men to balance his load 
fon the eradie of the mule's saddle 
jeked up a stone to tie on the 
inter side of the load, a practice 
Thich if stilt common. He tied it on 
with bis leather thongs, and there it 
remained for the long journey home. 

Weeks later when the caravan 
Jarrived at its destination and the loads, 
were unstrapped, he saw that the 
Teather thongs id rubbed through 
the ‘rough brown coat of the stone 
‘und exposed the green of the interior. 
By a mere accident he had picked up 
a stone of high quality Jade, Jade 
ay already well known and highly 

ied by the Chinese, who obtained 
from some other far distant source, 
bbut they had no idea of its existence 
in Burma. 

Naturally, the muleteer could not 
remember where he had picked up 
this particular stone, which was by 
no means, the only one which had 
bbeen used for the sime purpose in 
the caravan, and it was only afler 
Tong search that the present jade 
mines were found. Be the story true 
for false the mines have cer!

erease of 45,000 in ten years, and 
there are probably now over 200,000, 
Of these 193,000, about 67,000 were 
‘Yunnanese who had come overland 
into the Shan States and the northern 
Gistriets of Upper Burma; a certain 
rnuimber of these had settled down as 
cultivators, but the majority were 
lther traders or muleteers, who 
come over in the cold weather and 
return to thelr homes in the rains, 

‘Chinese mules are the commonest 
form of transport both for oMcial 
and private purposes in the frontier 
distrlets. ‘The other 96,000 Chinese 
‘came mainly from Canton and Fukien, 
nd are seattered over Burma, over 
30,000 o¢ them being resident in Ran 
goon. “Most of them are in trade, 
but there are a large number of 
artisans, mainly builders and carpen- 
ters, and a smaller number in other 
walks of life such as mining in the 
tin and wolfram areas in Tavoy, and 
market-gardening. 

In trade there are a few profes: 
sions where the Chinese predominate 
they’ almost monopolize "the Paw 
shops, and they form a largo pro- 
Portion of liquor-shop licences and 
8f pork-butchers all over the country, 
Tn ‘Rangoon the community plays an 
Important part in most branches of 
trade and commerce, and is prom= 
Inent in the, public life of the town. 
‘There Is a Chinese Chamber of Com- 
nyeree, which relvens a member of 
the Legislature, and the quarter of 
Rangoon where the bulk of the com 
munity tives is 30 predominantly 
Chinese that nobody except a Chinese 
has ever succeeded In winning the 
seat" for this electoral area, The 
community. also has two representa: 
tives of its own on the Munieipat 
Corporation, 

‘Some of them are Chinese subjects, 
some are naturalized British subjects, 
and others are British born, of the 
second or even third — generation 
which has been settled in Burma, 
Of the latter a considerable number 
Pre of mixed Chinese and» Burmese 
blood, number of Chinese Im= 
nigrants marrying “Burmese wives, 
though the proportion of - Chinese 
women to men in Burma seems to be 
increasing of late years, 

‘The mixed marriages of Chinese 
and Burmese are much more success- 
ful than’ most mixed marriages, pre 
sumably because the two races are 
0 similar in type; the Chinese trader 
iy nearly alway fairly well-to-do and 
the Burmese woman who secures 
hhim ag a husband is considered Tucky: 
the children generally have a Chin- 
‘ese name, but adopt the Burmese 
ress and language, 

‘They inherit as q rule their father’s 
character and have more power of 
‘application thin the Burmese, and 

considerable demand in. pro 
is requiring y combination of 
honesty and accuracy, such as ac~ 
countants. ‘The artisan class, ag Is 
Inevitable in any ‘big city, ‘contains 
1 certain proportion of rough charac: 
ters and the potty traders in the 
sinall towns and villages are not 
‘always free from suspicion of deals 
ing in opium and ‘illieit liquor, but 
fon the whole the Chinese community 
‘s industrious and law-abiding. 


Chinese Exert Influence 

It has produced one Minister of the 
Crown and several citizens © who 
hhave ‘been prominent in public life, 
and its influence Is out of proportion 
to its numbers. Also it has not ex- 
cited the animosity of the Burmese 
4p the way the Indian community has; 
the “Chinese are seldom. money:

Some statistical comparison of! 
the two Londons may be given. The| 
City covers 676 acres, the County! 
of London 74,893 actes (117 sq. 
miles) with respective populations| 
of 10,996 and 4,385,825 respectively. 
The City has its own Police Force. 
The London County Council has 
policemen in its parks and open 
spaces but the responsibility for 
policing London outside the City 
‘and within the County area falls! 
upon the Metropolitan Police at 
New Scotland Yard under the 
Home’ OMice and extends over a 
radius of 15 miles from Charing 
Cross (exclusive of the City). 
Other functions exereised _inde- 
pendently of the London County 
Council although it has due re- 
presentation on certain of the 
bodies concerned are those of the 
Port of London Authority, the 
London Passenger Transport 
Board (buses, trams, tubes and 
electric railways), ‘the Metro- 
politan Water Board and the| 
Borough Councils of the 28 Metro 
politan districts to which in 1809 
the powers of the old vestries for 
certain municipal services were 
transferred. Of these Boroughs one, 
Westminster, has the special posi- 
tion of a City and is the richest of 
them all.

‘The truth really is that in local 
self-government the progressive 
tradition in London has been well~ 
‘established. Even now the Labour 
element ‘on the London County 
Council is little distinguishable 
from the old progressive members. 
‘Mr, Ramsay MacDonald in his day 
served the Council as a Progres/| 
‘sive and his Labour views at that| 
time make Mr, Morrison of to-day 
‘almost a right-wing Liberal. Left 
wing socialists were on the Coun- 
cil at the beginning of the century. 
when the word “left-wing” was 
unknown and Communists were 
not. Lord Passfield, as Sidney 

with the late Graham 
were formidable Socialists’ 
but that did not prevent them 
from rendering notable services to 
the cause of London's administra- 
tion. ‘The Rev, Stewart Headlam, 
unconventional’ socialist parson, 
beloved of the stage, enfant terrible 
to orthodoxy, veteran of the Lon- 
don Schoo! Board which gave way 
to the Council in 1902, was a 
vigorous champion of ‘London's 
civie progress. Red Radicals, pro- 
Bressive Conservatives were not 
unknown to. the Council. Lord 
Henry Bentinck entered asa 
Municipal Reformer, the aristocratic 
Tory, but he displayed far more 
affinity with Labour than with the 
Carlton Club in his industrious 
and broad-minded activity for the 
‘advancement of education in Lon- 
don. Lord Stanley of Alderley 
was a Liberal in parliamentary 
polities just as Lord Moyne (then 
Mr, Waiter Guinness) was a Con- 
servative. They both had many

they approached the problems at 
County Hall. The Rev. J. Scott 
Lidgett—free church minister— 
‘was another notable Agure of the 
Couneil in the early days. He 
would not have found himself 
uncomfortable under the leader 
ship of Mr. Herbert Morrison. 


For some reason or other, the 
earnest municipal worker in ‘Lon- 
don gravitates toward the left, as 
the jargon goes nowadays. Per 
haps the Municipal Reformers 
have to carry too many of the 
type of candidate who is either 
obstructive to all muntcipal pro- 
gress or is merely practising 
‘against the time when he can 
cross the water to St. Stephen's. 
Not that the Municipal Reform- 
‘ers have failed when they have| 
held office. For a long spell 
from 1906 onwards they admirably 
maintained London's administra 
tion, but it would be interesting 
to compare their later achieve- 
ments with the programme by 
which they won that historic 
election of 1906. The defeated 
Progressive could well smile, for| 
the victors eventually found it 
necessary to adopt no small por- 
tion of their opponents’ policy. 
Nor should it be forgotten that | 
the constitution of the Council, 
unlike that of Parliament, gives 
the opposition minority far more 
opportunity of exercising its in 
fluence than the figures of the. 
returning officers appear to war- 
rant, 





It is possibly inevitable that the 
election campaign should be fought 
fon party lines which roughly 
follow the trends at Westminster, 
for funds and organization have 
their importance, but in reality 
the poster colours on the streets 
and the battle-cries mean little 
when the turmoil of the cam- 
paign has ceased. London has; 
not been badly governed during 
the past three years, even if those 
unfortunate eccentricities over 
cadet corps, letting halls for ter- 
ritorials and the like be taken into 
account. It will not be- badly or 
subversively governed during the 
next three years. For that the 
minority as well as the majority 
of the Council will deserve credit.

‘ed the ereation of a Bureau of the 
League of Nations in the East to re- 
ceive regular reports from all par 
etpating countries in regard to traf- 
fle in women and children, and to 
circulate such reports to alii particl- 
ating countries, Among " other. 
Things, such reports are to contain 
Information. concerning men and 
women convicted of traMcking. 

‘The conference was convened on 
February 2 by the head of the Anti- 
‘Opium and Social Affairs Section on 
behalf of the Secretary-General_of| 
the League of Nations, acting on the 
decision taken by the Council at a 
recent session, Invitations were is- 
sued by the Sceretary-General to the 
Governments, international organiza~ 
Uons and missions. Among those 
who took ‘part in” the » conte 
ence were representatives of 
the Governments of the Straits 
Settlements and. Federated Malay 





States, Hongkong, France, India,

Racial Mixtures in Europe 


Next I proceeded to England and 
other parts of Europe, where modern.

‘vetween ‘Hawaiians and other 
Tam told by scientific authori-

more quickly. - 


‘American Varlous Fusions 


Procoeding to the United States, 
one observed a wider and freer 
mixture of the Aryan races who have 
emigrated from various parts of 
Europe and have successfully amal~ 
gomated With the earlier Mayflower 
Pioneers. ‘There seems to be in 
North America no limit to the fusion 
of races, provided two conditions are 
fulfilled: financial considerations, and 
nonsmingling of coloured with white 
Individuals, ° This latter condition is 
not $0 righdly observed in the various 
feountries of South America though it 
hhas often been reported to me that 
the negrold offleiais of some of the 
smaller states display more race 
consciousness in their treatment of 
any unlucky “yellow” or “coloured” 
ship passengers who may call at a 
Cuban port or pass through the 
Panama Canal. 

Next, in that somiccontinent of 
India with its. 350,000,000 inhabitants 
and 4,000-year history, one encoun 
tered divisions of the ‘human family 
ranging from the fair, blue-eyed 
Cauieasian of Kashmir to the very 
dark, silky-halred Dravidian of South 
Thais, These extremes are separated 
not ‘only by political stations but by 
feligious passions, so that a Hindu 
Brahmin ‘may refuse to drink the 
‘same Water or worship in the same 
temple os a Hindu untouchable, 

But even in India, one meets with 
all kinds of mixed’ races and des- 
eendanis of Netherlands, Portuguese. 
French, British, Arablan and Mongol 
forebears. Inthe island of Ceylon, 
descendants of joint Netherlands and 
Singalese parentage have prospered 
exceedingly and some have occupied 
high government and mereantile 
positions. 

In the northern part of Japan is 
to be seen a limited and ever dimin- 
Ishing colony of backward Nordic 
‘Aryan, called Ainu, who has been 
left behind in the ‘struggle for ex-

‘As regards the numerous scattered 
islands “Known as the Netherlands 
East Indies, the original inhabitants 
are also of the Malay race who have 
received an infusion from the con- 
‘quering tribes of ‘southern India, 
afier which the Chinese came and 
became part-progenitors of the pre- 
sent generation of active and success- 
ful merchants. From Holland fathers 
also has sprung an. influential ond. 
Intelligent portion of the community, 
who serve ‘both colonial and home 
governments with loyalty and. dis- 
tinetion. 


Australian Aborigines 

In Australia the aborigines were] 
black, scattered among the sparsely~ 
‘cultivated, uninviting regions of that 
continent" until the white British 
came and developed the fertile areas 
by growing wheat, rearing sheep and 
cattle, and produced the common 
necessities of civilized life, Incident- 
ally the lower grades eohabited with 
the blacks, producing _offsprings 
varying from chocolate to almost fair 
samples. of mixed blood. Unfortun- 
ately, sich descendants have been 
segregated in special government- 
controlled areas and practically not 
allowed to better themselves in the 
‘world, however able they may prove 
to, be. 

‘The same conditions prevail in 
many parts of British Afriea where 
quile a serious race problem has 
arisen as to the future economic and 
Political future of a community born 
Into this world and facing unequal 
prospect 

Lastly, we reach Kuanglung and 
{ts ‘weographical appendage Hongkong, 
which sinee its occupation by Great 
Britain in 1842 has made. wonderful 
progress. Canton, the City of Rams, | 
{perhaps the eatliest port of China 
at which trading vessels between 
Cathay and the west, that Is, Persia, 
Arabia, Mesopotamia and India called 
to exchange commodities before the 
advent of the whites. Marco Poloand 
his party (thirteenth century) were 
perhaps the first white people 1 
Undertake the sea route on their re- 
turn from China to Europe, and they 
travelled in sailing vessels manned 
by Chinese and Arabian crews. 

‘We noed not therefore be surprised 
to find among Cantonese not only 
many ramifications of the original 
Chinese stock but also descendants 
derived from the conglomeration of 
outside races who have visited that 
Yegion during thousands of years. 
‘What after all is the history of a few 
‘thousand years in China when sclence 
now acknowledges the Peking Man| 
found at Choukoutien (40 miles south 
of Pelping) to be about 1,000,000 
years old and is regarded by Prof. 
Weldenreich to possess cannibalistic 
tendencies? 


Canton's Progress 

‘The Cantonese are considered to 
‘be the most progressive among Chi- 
nese and this is looked upon as sur- 
prising by Europeans, because in 
Europe and America northerners are 
‘more intelligent and go-ahead than 
southerners. It is quite possible that 
the climatic factor, just as the pure 
breed factor, has been over em- 
phasized. In my humble opini 
there are two reasons for Canton's 
comparative go-aheadness, “namely, 
its earlier contact with the West, and 
the greater mixture of its inhabitants. 
‘An impartial seientife inquiry into 
‘he constitution of the population of 
Kuangtung will be found to show 
wider renges of race mixture than 
‘anywhere else in China and also that 
the more mixture the greater the 
achievements. 

Tn this connection 1 may correct 
the misconception that Chinese are 
yellow: their skin should more cor- 
ceetly be called ivory-tinted or ivory. 
Yellow is associated with jaundice, 
which results from liver trouble. 

Hongkong, which has come into the 
picture for the past 100 years, offers 
perhaps. greater opportunities for a 
study of this sort. Into the already 
mixed people of Kuangtung settled 
down, there have been sown succes- 
sive generations of Caucasian visitors 
of all grades—merehants, clerks, 
policemen, overseers, sailors and 
soldie:s T shall always remember how 
15 or 20 years ago bundles of Chi- 
‘nese sampan women were hauled up 
Sn to steamships in the night (when 
the lighted gangways were officially 
slosed) to satisfy the needs of hund- 
ceds of members of the foreign erews. 

‘Any resulting offspring will show 
some Caueasion features in the way 
of hair, eyes, texture of skin and 
physique, though the children will

Apart from the above considera 
tions, it is absurd to hold the old un- 
fair view. Biologic facts are against 
It, ax can be judged by our modern 
Kehowledge of heredity. Let me now 
allate upon this question. 

Question of Ancesto 

Heredity may be defined “as the 
cesemblance between an organism 
‘and its ancestors in so far ax this 
resemblance is not due to the resem= 
lance. of environment. 

‘There is no doubt thai an empirical 
knowledge of the laws of heredity 
has been possessed for a long time 
by agricultural peoples, particularly 
as far as the breeding’ of animals 
came into question, We also see that 
the laws of many people forbade 
matrimony among ‘close relatives, 
practice founded upon sound prin 
Ciples. Some had also stringent rules 
prohibiting marriage with individuals 
of different races, but this no doubt 
Was brought about by political and 
religious motives rather than by con 
siderations of race proper. 

‘The modern study of heredity was 
initiated by Gregor Mendal, the abbot 
of a monastery in Moravia in the 
sixties of the nineteenth century. He 
experimented "with culinary peas 
crossing individuals with markedly 
contrasted properties. ‘The generation 
resulting from such crossing exhibit- 
ed only one of the two alternative 
characters which had distinguished 
lls parents. Mendel called the chai 
aeter that prevailed the dominant 
fone, that which had been suppressed, 
the recessive. If plants of such a 
first eross were allowed to become 
self-fertilized, thelr off-spring showed 
definite proportions of individuals 
exhibiting the dominant character or 
possessing the recessive character. 

‘Mendel's explanation was that cor- 
responding to every inherited char- 
acter there were determining factors 
OF genes in the germ cells (gametes). 
Each gamete carries one factor for 
every heritable character and thus 
‘an individual arising from the union 
of two gametes has a double set of 
factors. “It is clear that It may have 
received identical factors in both 
male and female gametes or be 
homozygous, or It may have received 
alternate factors and be heterozyous. 

‘Mendelian inheritance has been 
observed not only in certain plants 
but also in man, in other mammals, 
birds, amphibians, fish, insects and 
crustaceans. It is probably charac 
teristic of ‘all sexually reproducing, 
organisms, 

Chromosome Theory 

It would prove bewildering rather 
than instructive to go more deeply 
into the theoretical aspects of heredit 
‘and to discuss matters like the chro- 
‘mosome theory. ‘There are, however, 
some points to be mentioned before 
focussing our altention upon man, 
‘Much confusion exists in this ‘con: 









































nection in the lay mind on account of

acters might be inherited. ‘This is a 
very exceptional event or occurs 0 
slowly that the process is only affee- 
tive on a geological time-scale. 

The complicated arrangement of 
chromosomes may in some respects be

.| Instances of this are certain malfor: 


Chinese pakua based upon the Yang- 
Yin principle, in which are ma 
cuimbinations of the lines, any one 
of which is supposed to Interpret 
some fundamental feature in philoso- 
phy, astrology, divination or medicine, 
Another point upon which mis- 
understanding exists concerns the 
relative merits of inbreeding and 
outcrossing, In numerous animal 
‘and plant species prolonged inbreed- 
ing may prove harmful, leading to 
the production of defective and 
sterile individuals, When on the 
contrary members of two different 
inbred lines are mated, there is 
usually a considerable’ gain in 
vigour. Further research has shown, 
however, that inbreeding is not 
necessarily harmful. Most of ‘its 
untoward effects, ‘If any, appear 
within the first five to ten genera 
fons. By practising rigid selection 
during that period, a vigorous 
Inbreeding race may'be built up. 
‘Two distinct views are held as to 
the advantage of outcrossing. "On 
the one hand it is assumed that the 
bad effects of inbreeding are merely 
ue to the appearance of recessive 
characters which it should be pot- 
sible to. eliminate by — selection. 
Other workers believe that heterozy- 
gosis Is beneficial as such. This 
Is certainly an involved question, 
‘As stated above, the first generation 
of a cross belween spacious is often 
larger and healthier than either 
parent. But the resulting» indivi- 
Guals may be sterile or yield in their 
turn very unsatisfactory offspring. 








Human Heredity. 

‘Turning our attention to human 
heredity we find that many well- 
marked hereditary abnormalities run 
in families, A. dominant character 
is banded down regardless of sex, 
‘only by an affected’ individual and 
to about half of his or her children,

Definite Correlation 

Most of the human characters 
whose inheritance ean be studied 
fon a large scale are quantitative and 
apparently continuously varying 














characters such as stature, length of 
forearm or eranial Index.’ So far it 
has not been possible "to analyze 


these with the aid of the Mendelian 
Jaws but definite correlations have 
been found by statistical methods, 
At might be claimed. that post-natal 
‘environmental factors play here an 
important role, but experience has 
shown that characters such as eye: 
colour which are not influenced by 
environment, show the same. cor 
relations. 

‘When brothers and sisters are com 
pared regarding psychological char- 
‘acters, such as success at school, 
intelligence quotients, quick temper, 
and so on, the same extent of cor 
relation is found as. in. physieal 
charseters. “Again the question arises 
how far this resemblance’ is due to 

imilarity of environment and how 
far to heredity. 

Generally speaking, the obser 
vations carried out #0 far speak in 
favour of heredity. For instance, 
attempts to correlate among. school 
children intelligence with economic 
and other environmental conditions 
showed very small correlation- 
coulficients, Interesting observations 
have been made upon “identical” 
twins, formed from the same 
fertilized egg and therefore gene- 
tically identical. It separated at 
birth thelr intelligence quotients 
resemble one another to a very 
great extent but their emotional 
Fezetions and moral character 
differ markedly,

1 may be upheld that in general 
amalgamation of two racial groups of 
unequal eulture has succeeded in 
produeing an intermediate one com 
paring favourably with one of the 
two original groups at least, For 
Instance, though the unmixed negroes 
in the United States outnumber. the 
mulattoes by three or fou to. one, 
they have not produced one promi- 
ent man to ten of equal abilily 
developed by the mitattoes, 

‘This general rule seems the more 
remarkable when we consider the 
hhandieaps which’ the hybrids. often, 
suller from, Being the result of ilielt 
for at least’ socially unrecognized in- 
lercourse of their fathers. they are 
often shunned by the racial group to 
which the latter belong, And yet 
they themselves may wish to. belons, 
{o this culturally dominant group and 
thus be unwitling to identity them 
selves with the people from whieh 
their mothers sprang.

Educated at 
a girls’ high school, Mrs, Haruko 
Tehikawa modestly claims for her 
diary the ‘status “of a. photographic 
lm unmarked by any preconceived 
fdeas and prepared with unsophis 
tated susceptibility, “Whatever the 
explanation is, the high school and 
the lady deserve more than usual 
commendation. ‘The power of ob- 
servation, the gift of insight into the 
minds and customs of strange people 
‘and the pleasant facllity for preserv= 
ing a Japanese outlook and yet ac- 
‘eepting the possibility of different 
doctrines and principles elsewhere, 
combine to give a most instructive 
and attractive pleture of the journey. 
‘Those nations which were honoured 
by the lady's visits will be stimulated 
by her appreciations and evon more 
so by her criticisms, conveyed, as 
they always are, with all. the ‘dif- 
Adence of true breeding. At Oxford, 
for example, she and her husband 
made the experiment of finding ac- 
commodation in a boarding house 
which was acqustomed to receive 
families from abroad. ‘The story of 
the Russian girl who was so delighted 
to heor from the Japanese visitors 
a few words of her own language 
‘again Js charmingly told. Tt iMustrates 
0 well the spirit In which this young 
woman ventured out into foreign 
countries, Starting with China, where 
she found agreeable acquaintances in 
Peiping. she was a little uneasy and 
surprised at the outward evidences 
‘of antisJapanese feeling, but sensible 
‘enough to discern where it was un- 
real and so was not unsuccessful in 
getting to terms with veally friendly 
Chinese acquaintances, and she found 
herself able to admire.

Crossing the wilderness of snow 
that is Russia in winter-time, 
the customary visit to Moscow;

Yors ahd massacres of the last w 
mere child's play compared with that 
Which will be waged next, 

Some of our great European clviliza- 
tions are at the present moment de. 
monstrating thelr wonderful cultural 
superiority by the killing of hundreds 
of thousands of thelr soldiers, not to 
‘mention the slaughter of women and 
children, in that so-called Spanish 
Civil War. Recent reports of the 
conditions and the killing of harmless 
refugees at the fall of Malaga makes 
fone wonder If the so-called great 
elvilizations of Europe have even pro- 
gressed from the lowest stage of 
animalism. 

‘Again, it was one of those wonder. 
ful European clvilizations (inherited 
no doubt from thelr forefathers) that
